CCC  BOYS  TO  BUILD 
NEW  BOILOINGS 


According  to  information  se- 
cui’ed  from  A.  C.  Altvater,  Project 
Superintendent,  construction  for 
a building  near  the  east  entrance 
of  Highlands  Hammock  will  begin 
shortly  after  November  1st. 

This  building  will  be  used  for 
concession  services,  classes  in 
botany  and  scientific  subjects, 
conventions,  club  meetings,  part- 
ies, and  other  activities  of  inter- 
est.

Clean  and  sportsmanlike  conduct  in  all  fields 
of  endeavor. 

Neatness  of  self  and  of  camp  at  all  times. 

To  improve  oneself  by  promoting  mental  and 
physical  growth. 

DISCIPLINE 

To  the  civilian,  discipline  means 
something  hard,  like  punishment.  To 
the  CCC  enrolee,  it  means  instant  and 
willing  obedience  to  orders.  The  word 
‘discipline’  is  derived  from  the  same  an- 
cient root  as  the  word  “disciple”  which 
means  a willing  follower. 

It  means  efficiency,  teamwork,  hap- 
piness, and  success.  CCC  regijations  do 
not  define  discipline,  but  it  is  explain- 
ed by  tbe  CCC  as  “An  attitude  charac- 
terized by  willing  and  cheerful  obedi- 
ence to  orders,  by  a scrupulous  confor- 
mity to  standardized  procedure,  and 
by  an  unremitting  effort  in  the  appear- 
ance and  action,  by  cleanliness  of  per- 
son and  neatness  of  dress,  and  by  res- 
pect for  superiors. 

There  can  be  no  orderly  effort  with- 
out teamwork.  Teamwork  is  the  ultim- 
ate explanation  of  a dfsciplined  organi- 
zation. We  have  ample  witness  of  this 
truth  in  every  phase  of  life.  There  is 
no  business  which  is  not  conducted  un- 
der certain  rules  and  regulations  gover- 
ning empoylers  alike.  The  life  of  a,fac- 
tory  is  centered  about  a certain  care 
and  operation  of  its  machinery.  Infrac- 
tion of  the  rules  governing  the  care  of 
the  machinery,  exactly  as  infractions 
of  the  rules  governing  the  conduct  of 
its  operators,  will  inevitably  lead  to 
trouble  and  some  kind  of  correction  for 
the  guilty  one — disciplinary  punish- 
rrfent. 

On  a foot-ball  team,  every  play  is 
worked  out  to  the  smallest  detail;,  Every 
player  has  a certain  part.  When  the  sig- 
nal is  given,  each  player  does  exactly 
what  he  has  been  told  to  do.  If  one 
should  fail  the  play  fails.  If  thisi  failure 
is  not  excusable,  the  coach  orders  him 
off  the  field — disciplinary  punishment 
for  not  living  up  to  the  spirit  of  team- 
work. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  CCC.  Each  en- 
rolee must  obey  orders.  His  comrades 
obey  orders.  His  superiors  must  obey 
orders.  Each  unit  has  confidence  in  the 
whole. 

And  when  the  signal  is  given  in  the 
same  way  as  on  the  foot-ball  field,  this 
organization  which  we  call  the  CCC, 
its  units  which  we  call  the  Districts,  the 
individual  camps,  their  officers  and 
men,  will  function  to  gain  the  end  plan- 
ned, to  follow  the  signal.  This  is  the  re- 
sult of  discipline. 

It  is  the  spirit  of  team  work  that 
keeps  an  enrolee  in  line  when  his  brain 
Is  reeling;  which  sends  him  smashing 
into  the  play  with  his  last  ounce  of 
strength;  and  which  lifts  him  from  the 
ground  at  the  sound  of  Irfie  whistle  to 
stagger  back  into  his  place. 

Let  us  all  know  the  meaning  of  disci- 
pline and  its  value  to  our  camp.  We  are 
under  no  restrictions  or  hardships.  Re- 
gulations have  bearing  only  on  efficien- 
cy, health,  cleanliness  and  ordliness. 

Discipline  asks  for  a high  standard  of 
excellence  in  performance  of  all  duties.

YOU  BET  YOUR  LIFE 


Did  you  ever  play  a slot  machine?  You 
hardly  expect  to  beat  the  machine,  do  you? 
But  you  think  you  might  hit  a jack-pot. 

Every  time  you  get  behind  the  wheel  of  an 
automobile,  you  are  taking  a chance.  You 
never  expect  to  lose,  do  you?  But  you  might. 
According  to  the  actual  chances  which  have 
been  carefully  figured  you  have  eleven  times 
better  chances  of  bing  killed  in  an  automobile 
this  year  than  you  have  of  winning  a jack-pot 
in  a slot  machine.  You  have  only  gambled  a 
few  nickles  when  you  play  the  slot  machine, 
but  when  you  drive  a car  you  BET  YOUR 
LIFE. 

The  sky  is  the  limit  —No  pikers  in  this 
game — when  you  drive  a car  or  a truck  care- 
lessly —YOU  BET  YOUR  LIFE. 

Let’s  say  you  have  seventeen  million  dol- 
lars and  I have  one  dollar.  Would  you  bet 
your  vast  fortune  against  my  dollar  that  you 
could  fold  this  Rogers-Post  up  into  a wad, 
throw  it  into  the  air  and  catch  it  as  it  falls? 

Of  course  not.  The  odds  are  too  big.  Per- 
haps you  would  say  a man  would  be  crazy  to 
take  such  a bet.  Well,  you  are  dead  wrong. 
Thousands  of  perfectly  sane  Americans 
make  the  same  bet  many  times  each  day. 
Only  they  bet  minutes  against  years. 

An  adult  of  thirty  five,  according  to  actua- 
ries has  seventeen  million  minutes  to  live. 
Yet  to  save  one  minute  in  traffic  he  wagers 
in  a single  shift  of  the  years  all  his  remain- 
ing years.

1.  — Whatever  you  do,  it  matters  not  how 
unimportant,  do  thoroughly — with  all  your 
might  — with  ail  your  heart,  and  soul — as  if 
your  very  life  depended  on  it — then  look  for 
something  else  to  do. 

2.  — Do  not  confine  yourself  to  doing  only 
what  you  are  told  to  do — more. 

3.  — Always  endeavor  to  anticipate  the 
wishes  of  your  superiors.  If  the  time  comes 
when  your  superior  asks  you  or  tells  you  to 
do  something,  and  you  can  reply  to  him  that 
you  expected  this  and  it  has  already  been 
done,  you  will  well  appreciate,  by  the  satis- 
faction that  you  will  find,  the  significance  of 
this  advice. 

4.  — When  given  an  order,  do  not  ask  how  to 
carry  it  out,  but  study  the  task,  ask  your 
brother  enrollee,  but  do  not  ask  your  supe- 
rior. Do  not  give  up,  but  try  in  every  con- 
ceivable way  until  you  have  exhausted  every 
means  that  you  can  think  of.  It  is  really  as- 
tonishing how  comparatively  few  things  in 
this  world  can  not  be  done,  if  one  only  tries 
hard  enough  to  do  them..

Do  you  remember  the  first  Cray  you  “went 
to  the  Woods”,  how  the  woods  were  filled 
with  perils  and  dangers;  tkat  you  were 
frightened  by  even  a changing  shadow;  that 
your  imagination  was  filled  with  fantstie 
tales  of  savage  wild  beasts  and  dangerous 
reptiles? 

And  now,  you  have  learned  that  you  are 
safer  “In  the  Woods”  from  accident  than  in 
the  towns  and  cities  from  which  you  came. 

You  know  now  that  bears,  lions  and  other 
animals  are  afraid  of  you  and  that  you  get 
only  a glimpse  of  them  only  by  chance. 

You  know  now  that  there  is  no  danger  of 
attack  from  animals  while  “On  the  Job”. 

You  don’t  believe  in  bear  stories  any  more. 
Yo  uknow  now  that  millions  of  men  tramp' 
the  woods  each  year  without  being  bitten  by 
a snake.  You  have  learned  that  the  snake 
will  try  to  get  away,  if  you  will  only  let  him. 

But  the  real  danger  is  not  from  animals, 
reptiles  and  poisonous  plants  but  from  care- 
lessness and  ignorance  of  the  use  of  tools  and 
machinery. 

’ You  have  learned  that  the  mottoes:- 
“Safety  first”  and  “Better  be  safe  than  sor- 
ry” are  excellent  advice  in  the  woods. 

You  are  interested  always  in  the  safe  and 
skillful  use  of  tools. 

You  ?.re  interested  in  always  observing 
certain  pprecautions  and  striving  to  become 
increasingly  proficient  in  the  tools  you 
handle. 

You  know  how  to  handle  bites  and  stings. 
You  know  what  to  do  for  nose  bleed.  When  a 
boy  faints  you  know  just  the  thing  to  do  for 
him.  If  an  enrollee  has  a sun-stroke  you  can 
give  the  correct  first  aid  at  once.  You  know 
the  difference  between  sun-stroke  and  heat 
exhaustion.  You  do  the  right  thing  for  burns 
and  scalds.  You  know  the  value  of  preven- 
tion of  accidents  and  of  fir^t  aid  in  case  of 
accident. 

Now  if  you  don’t  know  these  things  you 
are  carrying  not  only  your  own  life  but  the 
lives  of  your  buddies  in  your  hand.  If  you 
don’t  know  what  to  do  to  prevent  accidents — 
if  you  don’t  know  what  to  do  in  case  of  accid- 
ent— then  you  are  unsafe  to  work  with. 

If  you  don’t  know  and  want  to  know,  drop 
around  to  the  Educational  building  and  get 
some  free  literature  on  the  subject  of  ac- 
cidents— their  prevention  and  first  aid.

mally,  the  officers  and  members 
are  striving  untiringly  to  main- 
tain the  company  at  the  high  rat- 
ing that  it  always  has  held  and  if 
possible  gain  for  it  a rating  of 
: rsuperior”. 

Citizens  of  the  city  of  Sebring 
as  well  as  those  living  throughout 
the  county  became  extremely  ad- 
armed  over  the  disbandment  of 
Co.  453  and  the  contemplated  new 
company.  Many  of  the  citizens  as 
dwell  as  leading  civic  organiza- 
tions in  the  city  vigerously  op- 
posed the  change. 

A year  ago  the  23rd  of  this 
month,  this  company  moved  to  its 
present  location  which  was  provi- 
ded by  a group  of  public  spirited 
men  in  order  to  stay  the  disband- 
ment of  the  company  diie  to  not 
having  a camp  site  or  administra- 
tion buildings.  Through  the  gener- 
ous and  untiring  efforts  of  the 
city  council  and  the  county  com- 
missioners sufficient  funds  were 
provided  for  the  dismantling  of 
buildings  of  a disbanded  compa- 
ny in  north  Florida  and  erection 
of  them  of  the  donated  land  which 
was  deeded  to  the  government 
with  the  understanding  that  a 
white  company  would  be  ' main- 
tained cn  the  property. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  the 
Chamber  of  Comm.erce  of  Se- 
bring that  the  revenue  derived 
from  the  local  corps  is  approxi- 
mately $4,000,000  per  month.  The 
amount:  include  money  realized 
from  the  buying  of  material  for 
the  project,  the  maintenance  of 
the  company,  the  living  expenses 
of  borth  Army  Officers  and  the 
personnel  of  the  National  Park 
Service,  and  the  amount  spent  by 
the  enrolles.
